Act  of  Manitoba,"  s.  42. 


Whereas,  it  is  desirable  to  establish  one  University  for  the  whole  of  Preamble. 
Manitoba  (on  the  model  of  the  University  of  London),  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  the  standard  of  higher  education  in  the  Province,  and  of  en- 
abling all  denominations  and  classes  to  obtain  academical  degrees ; 
therefore, 

Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Manitoba,  enacts  as  follows  : 

I.  A  chancellor,  vice-chancellor,  and  all  the  members  of  the  council,  Corporation, 
to  consist  of  the  persons  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  all  the  persons 

who  may  hereafter  be  appointed  to  t  be  chancellors,  vice-chancellors 
and  members  of  such  council,  are  hereby  declared  and  established  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  "University  of  Mani- 
toba."   40  Vic,  c.  11,  s.  1. 

II.  The  corporation  may  purchase,  take  and  hold  real  and  personal  ^J^e^oV68,1 
estate  which  may  be  hereafter  sold,  ceded,  exchanged,  bequeathed  or  HceedTng  an- 
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nual  value  granted  to  the  said  university  :  provided  always,  that  such  real  estate 
$30,000.  so  holft  "by  the  university  hereby  created  and  incorporated,  shall  not 

exceed  the  annual  value  of  thirty  thousand  dollars — such  annual 
value  to  be  calculated  and  ascertained  at  the  time  of  taking,  purchas- 
ing or  acquiring  the  same — and  the  said  corporation  may  grant,  sell, 
lease,  mortgage  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  for  the  interest  of  the  university.    40  V.,  c.  11,  s.  2.

VI.  A  register  shall  be  kept  oj>en  by  the  Provincial  Secretary  at  his 
office,  for  one  month  and  n©  more,  after  the  proclamation  of  this  Act, 
during  which  time  all  graduates  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  sec- 
tion shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  their  names  as  members  of  convocation 
upon  producing  to  the  said  Provincial  Secretary,  satisfactory  proof  of 
qualification,  under  the  last  preceding  section,  and  upon  the  payment 
of  the  fee  of  two  dollars  ;  and  such  register  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence that  any  person  whose  name  shall  appear  thereon  at  the  time  of 
his  claiming  to  vote  as  a  member  of  convocation,  is  so  entitled  to 
vote,  and  that  any  person  whose  name  shall  not  so  appear  is  not  so  en- 
titled to  vote.  40  V.,  c.  11,  s.  6. 

VII.  Within  one  month  after  the  closing  of  the  said  register,  the 
Provincial  Secretary  shall  call  a  meeting  of  convocation,  by  notice  in 
writing  sent  to  each  of  the  members  of  convocation  ;  at  which  meet- 
ing the  Provincial  Secretary  shall  preside  ;  and  the  convocation  so  called 
shall  choose  three  of  its  members  to  be  its  representatives  on  the  coun- 
cil of  the  university,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until  their 
successors  are  appointed,  and  the  Provincial  Secretary  shall,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  election  by  convocation  as  aforesaid,  notify  the  chan- 
cellor of  its  election.

In  general,  touching  all  other  matters  whatsoever  regarding  the 
university,  not  otherwise  expressly  provided  for  by  this  Act ;  provid- 
ed, however,  that  in  the  examination  of  candidates  for  degrees  and  the 
granting  of  the  same,  such  candidates  shall  have  the  benefit  of  the 
opinions  of  the  authors  in  mental  and  moral  philosophy  and  in  history, 
which  they  may  have  studied  during  their  course  of  education.  40  V.,

Statutes  of  XX.  All  statutes  shall  be  reduced  into  writing  and  the  common  seal 
sityUniVer~  °^  tne  umversity  snaU  be  affixed  thereto,  and  when  they  have  been  ap- 
proved  of  by  the  visitor  they  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons  being 
members  or  officers  of  the  university,  and  upon  all  candidates  for 
degrees  to  be  conferred  by  the  same  :  provided  always,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  that  the  examination  for  any  degree  to  be  conferred  by  the  uni- 
versity, may  be  answered  by  the  candidate  in  either  the  English  or 
French  language  ;  and  provided  further,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  members  of  the  council  to  impose  on  any  person  any  compulsory 
religious  examination  or  test,  nor  to  do,  or  cause,  or  suffer  to  be  done, 
anything  that  would  render  it  necessary  or  advisable,  with  a  view  to 
academical  success  or  distinction,  that  any  person  should  pursue  the 
study  of  any  materialistic  or  sceptical  system  of  logic,  or  mental  or 
moral  philosophy.

examination  ;  and  such  graduates  shall  have  in  the  university  the 
same  rights  and  privileges  as  other  graduates.

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STATUTE  I. — FIRST  MEETING. 

The  Chancellor  shall  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  it  shall  meet  at 
the  Court  House  on  Thursday,  October  4th,  1877,  at  half-past  three  o'clock  p.m. 


STATUTE  II.— MEETINGS  OF  COUNCIL. 

The  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  regular  or  special.  Regular  meetings 
shall  be  held  in  Winnipeg  at  2  o'clock,  p.m.,  on  the  first  Thursday,  or  if  that  day  be 
a  holiday,  then  on  the  next  lawful  day,  in  the  months  of  March,  June,  September 
and  December  of  each  year. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chancellor,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  by  written  or  printed  notice,  sent  eight  days  previously  to  the  members 
of  the  Council,  specifying  the  object  of  the  meeting. 


STATUTE  III.— MOTIONS. 

All  motions  shall  be  put  in  writing,  and  duly  seconded  before  being  debated  on, 
or  put  from  the  chair . 


STATUTE  IV. — REGISTRAR. 

In  addition  to  the  present  officers  of  the  Council,  there  shall  be  a  Secretary  or 
Registrar,  who  shall  be  conversant  with  both  languages,  English  and  French,  and 
who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Council  at  the  December  meeting. 


STATUTE  V.— ADOPTION  OF  RESOLUTIONS. 

No  resolution  shall  be  adopted  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  it  is  introduced, 
if  objected  to  by  one-fourth  of  the  members  present. 


STATUTE  VI.— ADOPTION  OF  STATUTES. 

No  Statute  shall  be  passed  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  it  is  introduced,  except 
by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present. 


STATUTE  VIL— UNPROVIDED  CASES. 
In  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  these  Statutes,  the  Rules  and  Usages  of  Debate 
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shall  be  those  adopted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Province,  as  far  as  applicable  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  Council. 


STATUTE  VIII. — MATRICULATION. 

The  Registrar  of  the  University  shall  keep  a  book  for  the  ^Matriculation  of 
Students  as  members  of  the  University.  Any  Student  shall  be  entitled  to  Matricu- 
late who  has  passed  the  Preliminary  Examination,  or  iwho  produces  a  certificate 
from  the  Acting  Head  of  one  of  the  affiliated  Colleges,  that  he  has  been  admitted  in 
that  College  as  a  Student  for  the  University.  The  fee  for  Matriculation  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Council,  and  a  certificate  of  Matriculation  be  given  when  required. 


STATUTE  IX.— EXAMINATION  FOR  THE  ORDINARY  B.A.  DEGREE. 

The  Examination  for  the  ordinary  B.A.  Degree  shall  consist  of  two  parts — the 
First  or  Previous  Examination,  and  the  Second  or  Final  Examination. 

The  Previous  Examination  shall  be  open  to  any  Student  who  has  passed  the 
Preliminary  Examination,  or  who  lodges  with  the  Registrar  of  the  University  before 
the  Examination,  a  certificate  from  the  Head  of  one  of  the  Colleges,  that  he  has 
completed  in  that  College  the  required  course  of  study. 

The  Second  and  Final  Examination  shall  be  open  to  all  Students  who  have 
passed  the  Previous  Examination,  after  an  interval  of  two  years  from  their  passing 
such  Examination,  but  not  sooner.  The  questions  shall  be  in  both  English  and 
French  if  required  by  any  Student,  and  the  answers  may  be  given  in  either  lan- 

8ua8e-  ..... 

When  any  work  in  Latin  or  in  any  other  language  is  set  there  may  be  ques- 
tions, not  only  in  translation  but  in  Grammar,  Literature,  History,  or  Geography, 
arising  immediately  from  any  word,  phrase,  or  passage  in  the  work. 

In  the  Mathematical  subjects  there  may  be  questions  on  the  principles  and  ex- 
amples and  applications  arising  from  them. 

The  selected  subjects  for  any  Examination  after  1880  shall  be  appointed  by  Or- 
dinance of  the  Council  at  least  two  years  before  the  Examination. 

Candidates  for  any  Examination  shall  be  subject  to  such  Rules  as  regards  the 
giving  in  of  their  names,  lodging  Certificates,  paying  fees,  and  other  matters  con- 
nected with  the  Examination,  and  the  Examination  shall  begin  on  such  a  day,  and 
be  conducted  at  such  place,  on  such  days,  at  such  time,  by  such  Examiners,  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  Council  may  by  Ordinance,  where  there  is  no  provision  by 
Statute,  from  time  to  time  appoint. 

Every  Non  Collegiate  Candidate  at  any  Examination  shall,  by  Certificates  from 
some  Clergyman  or  other  trustworthy  person,  satisfy  the  Examiners  of  his  moral 
conduct. 

No  Student  shall  be  approved  by  the  Examiners  unless  he  shew  a  competent 
knowledge  of  all  the  subjects  in  any  Examination. 


STATUTE  X.— THE  PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION. 
1.  The  subjects  of  the  Preliminary  Examination  shall  be  : 

(1)  Latin  :  (a)  One  of  the  Latin  Prose  Classics. 

(b)  One  of  the  Latin  Verse  Classics. 

(2)  Greek  :  One  of  the  easy  Greek  Prose  Classics. 

(3)  Modem  Languages  :  (a)  A  selected  English  Poem,  with  an  easy  French 

Prose  Classic  ;  or 
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A  selected  French  Poem,  with  an  easy  English  Prose 
Classic. 

(b)  Assigned  subjects  in  History. 

(4)  Mathematics:  (a)  Arithmetic — including,  besides  the  ordinary  Com- 
ound  Kules,  Vulgar  and  Decimal  Fractions,  Practice, 
imple  and  Compound  Proportion,  Simple  and  Compound 
Interest,  Discount,  Stocks,  Commission,  Duodecimals,  the 
Square  and  Cube  Boot. 

(b)  Algebra — The  Elementary  Rules,   including  Algebraical 
Fractions,  to  the  end  of  Simple  Equations. 

(c)  Euclid — Definitions  and  Book  I. 

2.  There  shall  be  eight  Papers  set  in  this  Examination,  for  each  of  which  three 
hours  shall  be  assigned,  namely — one  Paper  in  each  of  the  following  subjects  : 
Latin,  Greek,  English,  French,  History,  Euclid,  Algebra  and  Arithmetic. 

Provided  always,  that  every  candidate  shall  satisfy  the  Examiners  in  each  of 
the  Modern  Languages. 

3.  The  names  of  the  Students  approved  shall  be  sent  by  the  Examiners  to  the 
Registrar,  and  published  by  him  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  end  of  the 
Examination. 


STATUTE  XI. — THE  PREVIOUS  EXAMINATION  FOR  THE  ORDINARY 

B.A.  DEGREE. 

1.  The  subjects  of  the  Previous  Examination  shall  be  : 

(1)  Latin  :  (a)  One  of  the  Latin  Verse  Classics. 

(b)  Two  of  the  Latin  Prose  Classics. 

(c)  One  or  more  passages  in  either  English  or  French,  for 
translation  into  Latin  Prose. 

(2)  Greek  :  (a)  One  Greek  Prose  Classic 

(b)  One  Greek  Verse  Classic. 

(3)  Modern  Languages:  (a)  A  selected   English    Poem   with  a  French 

Prose  Classic  ;  or, 

A  selected  French  Poem  with  an  English  Prose  Classic. 

(b)  Composition — including  one  or  more  subjects  for  an  Essay 
in  English  or  French,  with  History  of  English  Literature, 
or  Principes  de  Litterature. 

(c)  Assigned  subjects  in  History. 

(4)  Matheynatics  :  (a )  Arithmetic . 

(b)  Algebra,  to  the  end  of  Quadratic  Equations,  not  including 
Indeterminate  Equations. 

(c)  Euclid— Definitions,  and  Books  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV. 

(5)  Natural  Science:  The  Rudiments  of  one  of  the  Natural  Sciences. 

2.  There  shall  be  thirteen  Papers  set  in  this  Examination,  for  each  of  which 
three  hours  shall  be  assigned,  namely — three  papers  in  Latin,  two  in  Greek,  one  in 
English,  one  in  French,  one  in  Composition  and  Literature,  one  in  History,  three  in 
Mathematics,  and  one  in  Natural  Science. 

Provided  always,  that  every  candidate  shall  satisfy  the  Examiners  in  each  of  the 
Modern  Languages. 
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3.  The  Examiners  shall  arrange  in  order  of  merit  all  the  candidates,  who  have 
been  declared  to  pass  the  Examination,  in  three  classes,  and  these  classes  shall  be 
sent  by  the  Examiners  to  the  Registrar,  and  published  by  him  as  soon  as  con- 
veniently may  be  after  the  Examination. 


STATUTE  XII. — THE  FINAL  EXAMINATION  FOR  THE  ORDINARY  B.A. 

DEGREE. 

1.  The  subjects  of  the  Final  Examination  for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree  shall 

be  : 

(1)  Latin  :  (a)  One  of  the  Latin  Prose  Classics. 

(b)  One  of  the  Latin  jetrse  Classics. 

(2)  Greek  :  A  Greek  Play. 

(3)  Mathematics:  (a)  Algebra,  namely — Ratio,  Proportion  and  Variation, 

Arithmetical,  Geometrical,  and  Harmonical  Progression, 
the  nature  and  use  of  Logarithms,  and  easy  Algebraical 
Problems . 

(b)  Euclid — Definitions,  Book  V.,  Book  VI.,  Book  XL,  Pro- 
positions 1 — 21  inclusive,  Book  XII.,  Propositions  1,  2  ; 
or  the  same  Propositions  as  proved  by  any  French  author. 

(c)  Plane  Trigonometry,  as  far  as  the  solution  of  Plane  Tri- 
angles . 

(d)  Elementary  Statics,  namely  —  the  Composition  and  Reso- 
lution of  Forces  acting  in  one  plane  at  a  point,  the  Me- 
chanical Powers,  and  the  Properties  of  the  Centre  of 
Gravity. 

(e)  Elementary  Hydrostatics,  namely — the  Pressure  of  Non- 
Elastic  Fluids,  Specific  Gravities,  the  Properties  of  Elastic 
Fluids,  and  the  principal  instruments  and  machines  whose 
action  depends  on  the  properties  of  fluids. 

(4)  Natural  Sciences :  (a)  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

(b)  The  Rudiments  of  one  of  the  Natural  Sciences. 

(5)  Assigned  subjects  in  Logic,  Metaphysics,  and  Ethics. 

2.  There  shall  be  eleven  papers  set  in  this  Examination,  for  each  of  which  three 
hours  shall  be  assigned,  namely — one  in  Latin,  one  in  Greek,  one  in  Algebra,  one 
in  Geometry,  one  in  Trigonometry,  one  in  Statics  and  Hydrostatics,  two  in  Natural 
Science,  and  three  in  Logic,  Metaphysics,  and  Ethics. 

3.  The  Examiners  shall  arrange  in  order  of  merit  all  the  Candidates,  who  have 
been  declared  to  pass  the  Examination,  in  three  Classes,  and  these  Classes  shall  be 
sent  by  the  Examiners  to  the  Registrar,  and  published  by  him  as  soon  as  conveni- 
ently may  be  after  the  Examination. 

4.  Any  student  taking  the  ordinary  B.A.  Course  may  pass  upon  any  five  of  the 
eleven  papers  of  the  Final  Examinacson  for  that  course,  one  year  after  passing  the 
Previous  Examination  ;  taking  the  six  remaining  papers  the  year  following,  or  at 
any  subsequent  Examination. 


STAUTE  XIII.— SUBJECTS  OBJECTED  TO  NOT  OBLIGATORY. 

If  the  majority  of  the  Representatives  of  any  affiliated  College  object  to  the 
prescribing  of  any  book  or  part  of  a  book  for  examination  in  any  subject,  such 
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book  or  part  of  a  book  shall  not  be  made  obligatory  on  any  student  of  that  College, 
but  another  book  may  be  substituted  on  the  proposition  of  the  College,  provided  it 
be  considered  by  the  Council  as  equivalent  to  the  other. 


STATUTE  XIV. — BOARD  OF  STUDIES. 

The  general  superintendence  of  all  examinations  shall  be  entrusted  to  a  Board 
called  the  Board  of  Studies,  consisting  of  two  members  of  Council  elected  annually 
by  each  of  the  affiliated  Colleges,  and  two  members  elected  annually  by  the  Council 
at  its  statutory  meeting  in  June,  or  at  some  future  meeting  ;  but  such  elections  shall 
take  place  previous  to  the  statutory  meeting  in  September.  Notice  of  such  elections 
shall  be  given  to  the  Registrar,  in  writing,  by  the  colleges  before  said  statutory 
meeting  ;  but  should  any  of  the  colleges  fail  to  give  such  notice,  the  Council  may, 
at  its  meeting  in  September,  or  at  any  future  meeting,  supply  such  vacancies  for 
the  current  year  from  among  its  members.  If  from  any  cause  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Studies  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  that  Board,  the  body  by  which  such 
member  was  elected  may  elect  another  member  of  the  Council  to  fill  his  place. 

The  year  of  office  of  the  Board  of  Studies  shall  begin  with  October  1st. 

The  Board  shall  be  empowered  to  entrust  particular  duties  to  Committees  of 
their  own  members,  to  their  chairman  or  any  other  member,  or  to  any  officer  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board. 

Their  first  meeting  every  year  shall  be  on  October  first,  or  if  October  first  be  a 
Sunday,  on  October  second,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Registrar  may  name,  when 
they  shall  elect  as  chairman  one  of  their  members. 

They  shall  also  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  meetings 
in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  to  consult  together  from  time  to  time  on 
all  matters  relating  to  the  state  of  the  Examinations,  more  especially  on  such  as 
may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Examiners  ;  to  nominate  to  the  Council  all  Exam- 
iners, specifying  in  such  nomination  the  subjects  in  which  each  Examiner  shall  ex- 
amine ;  to  provide  suitable  accommodation  and  writing  materials  for  the  examina- 
tions of  the  candidates  in  the  several  Examinations  ;  to  consider  the  cases  of  per- 
sons who  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  University,  and  to  give 
or  withhold  permission  for  such  persons  to  be  examined  ;  to  decide  the  cases  of  per- 
sons who  are  unable  from  illness  to  complete  an  Examination  ;  and  generally  to  dis- 
charge all  duties  that  may  be  assigned  to  them  by  the  Council. 

There  shall  be  general  meetings  of  the  Examiners  previous  to  any  Examination, 
and  their  first  meeting  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Studies,  At  a  meeting 
of  the  Examiners  previous  to  the  Examination,  the  papers  prepared  for  the  Exam- 
ination shall  be  laid  upon  the  table  by  the  several  sets  of  Examiners  with  the  value 
assigned  to  each  question  ;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  upon  any  paper,  it  shall  be 
competent  for  any  one  of  the  set  of  Examiners  concerned  to  call  for  the  reading  of 
the  paper  disagreed  upon,  and  to  have  the  matter  decided  by  the  whole  body  of  Ex- 
aminers. 

The  answers  to  each  question  shall  be  examined,  as  far  as  possible,  by  two  at 
least  of  the  Examiners. 

The  Board  shall  receive  the  Report  of  all  Examinations,  and  shall  report  the 
result  of  such  Examinations  to  the  Council  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter.  The 
Board  shall  also  report  to  the  Council,  when  they  see  fit,  on  the  Studies  of  the 
University,  and  other  matters  connected  therewith. 

Until  October  1st,  1878,  the  Committee  on  Curriculum  shall  act  as  the  Board  of 
Studies,  and  perform  such  duties  as  are  mentioned  in  this  Statute. 


STATUTE  XV. — ON  PROCEEDING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  B.A.  BY  AN 

HONOR  COURSE. 

No  Student  shall  be  allowed  to  proceed  to  the  Degree  of  B.A.  by  any  of  the 
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Honor  Courses  that  may  be  established,  unless  he  obtain  40  per  cent,  of  the  marks 
in  the  Latin,  Greek  and  Mathematical  subjects  of  the  Previous  Examination  for  the 
ordinary  Degree,  and  pass  in  the  other  subjects.  He  must  in  the  first  place  appear  for 
examination  at  a  regular  Previous  Examination  ;  but  if  he  fail  in  passing  in  any 
subject,  or  in  securing  the  requisite  percentage  of  marks,  he  may  afterwards  take  a 
Supplementary  Examination. 

Every  candidate  must  also  satisfy  the  Examiners  for  the  Final  Examination  for 
the  ordinary  B.A.  Degree  in  the  following  subjects,  namely  : 

Plane  Trigonometry. 

Elementary  Statics, 

Elementary  Hydrostatics, 

Inorganic  Chemistry, 

Logic  and  Ethics. 

He  must  present  himself  for  examination  in  these  subjects  in  the  first  place  at 
one  of  the  regular  Final  Examinations  ;  but  in  case  of  failure  in  any  subject  he 
may  afterwards  pass  at  a  Supplementary  Examination. 

A  candidate  may  also  divide  these  subjects  so  as  to  take  the  Mathematical  sub- 
jects a  year  after  his  Previous,  and  the  remainder  the  year  following,  or  vice  versa. 

A  candidate  who  fails  to  pass  in  an  Examination  for  an  Honor  Course  cannot 
again  appear  for  examination  in  that  course,  but,  unless  he  pass  in  any  other 
Honor  Course  in  which  he  may  have  been  proceeding  must  afterwards  proceed  to 
the  B.A.  Degree  by  taking  the  remaining  subjects  of  the  Final  Examination  for  the 
ordinary  B.A.  Degree. 

The  Examiners  in  any  of  the  Honor  Courses  may  declare  candidates,  though 
they  have  not  deserved  Honors,  to  have  acquitted  themselves  so  as  to  deserve  to  be 
excused  any  further  examination  for  the  ordinary  B.A.  Degree  beyond  what  is 
already  mentioned  in  this  Statute. 

If  any  candidate  be  prevented  by  illness  or  any  other  sufficient  cause  from  at- 
tending part  of  the  Final  Examination  of  an  Honor  Course,  it  shall  be  competent 
for  the  Examiners,  if  he  has  not  obtained  sufficient  marks  for  passing,  to  recom- 
mend him  for  an  ordinary  Degree  if  he  has  acquitted  himself  so  far  with  credit. 

The  Board  of  Studies  may  consider  any  other  case  that  may  arise,  and  recom- 
mend, if  they  think  proper,  to  the  Council  of  the  University  any  course  for  its 
adoption. 

The  Selected  Subjects,  Schedules,  or  Books  for  any  Examination  after  1880, 
shall  be  appointed  by  Ordinance  of  the  Council  at  least  two  years  before  the  Exam- 
ination . 

Candidates  for  any  Examination  shall  be  subject  to  such  rules  as  regards  the 
giving  in  of  their  names,  lodging  certificates,  paying  fees,  and  other  matters  con- 
nected with  the  Examination  ;  and  the  Examination  shall  begin  on  such  a  day,  and 
be  conducted  at  such  place,  on  such  days,  at  such  time,  by  such  Examiners,  and  in 
such  manner,  as  the  Council  may  by  Ordinance,  where  there  is  no  provision  by  Sta- 
tute, from  time  to  time  appoint. 

Every  non-collegiate  candidate  at  any  Examination  shall,  by  certificates  from 
some  clergyman  or  other  trustworthy  person,  satisfy  the  Board  of  Studies  of  his 
moral  conduct. 

The  subjects  in  any  of  the  Honor  Courses  may  be  divided  into  two  parts.  The 
first  part  must  be  taken  by  any  candidate  for  Honors  ;  the  second  part  is  optional. 
The  number  of  marks  in  each  of  the  two  parts  shall  be  equal.  A  candidate  taking 
both  parts  must  take  at  least  67  per  cent,  of  the  total  marks  to  gain  first  class 
Honors,  50  per  cent,  for  second  class  Honors,  and  40  per  cent,  for  third  class.  A 
candidate  taking  only  the  first  part  must  take  40  per  cent,  of  the  marks  of  that  part 
to  gain  third  class,  and  his  position  relatively  to  candidates  taking  both  parts  snail 
be  determined  by  his  percentage  of  the  aggregate  marks  of  the  two  parts. 


STATUTE  XVI. — MATHEMATICAL  HONORS. 

A  candidate  for  B.A.  Degree  in  Honors  in  Mathematics,  may  appear  for  ex- 
amination for  the  first  part  at  the  end  of  one  year  from  the  regular  Previous  Ex* 
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animation  at  which  he  first  attended,  and  for  the  other  part,  or  the  two  together, 
at  the  end  of  two  years  from  the  said  Previous  Examination,  but  not  sooner.  The 
first  part  shall  consist  of  the  papers  of  the  first  part  in  Geometry,  Arithmetic  and 
the  elementary  parts  of  Algebra,  Plane  Trigonometry,  Conic  Sections,  Statics, 
Dynamics,  Hydrostatics  and  Optics,  and  the  papers  of  the  second  part  in  Algebra, 
Trigonometry,  and  Theory  of  Equations  ;  and  the  second  part  shall  consist  of  the 
remaining  papers. 

Questions  and  Problems  shall  be  proposed  to  the  candidate  on  six  days.  The 
first  three  days  shall  be  assigned  to  the  more  elementary  parts  of  Mathematics  and 
Natural  Philosophy,  the  other  three  days  shall  be  assigned  to  the  higher  parts. 

The  subjects  of  Examination  on  the  first  three  days  shall  be  the  following, 
treated  without  the  Differential  Calculus  and  without  the  Methods  of  Analytical 
Geometry. 

1.  Geometry. — Euclid,  Books  I.  to  VI.,  omitting  the  Propositions  of  Book  V.> 
and  Propositions  27,  28,  29  of  Book  VI.  ;  Book  XL,  Propositions  1  to  21  ;  Book 
XII.,  Proposition  1,  2. 

2.  Arithmetic  and  the  Elementary  parts  of  Algebra. — The  Elementary  parts  of  Al- 
gebra shall  be  the  Rules  for  the  fundamental  operations  upon  Algebraical  Symbols, 
with  their  proofs  ;  the  Solution  of  Simple  and  Quadratic  Equations,  Arithmetic, 
Geometric  and  Harmonic  Progression,  Ratio,  Proportion,  and  Variation,  Permuta- 
tions, and  Combinations,  the  Binomial  Theorem,  and  the  principles  of  Logarithms. 

3.  Plane  Trigonometry. — The  Elementary  parts,  so  far  as  to  include  the  Solution 
of  Triangles. 

4.  Conic  Sections. — The  Elementary  parts  treated  Geometrically,  together  with 
the  values  of  the  Radius  of  Curvature  and  of  the  Chords  of  Curvature  passing 
through  the  focus  and  centre. 

5.  Statics. — The  Elementary  parts,  namely,  the  Composition  and  Resolution  of 
Forces  acting  in  one  plane  at  a  Point,  the  Mechanical  Powers,  and  the  Properties  of 
the  Centre  of  Gravity . 

6.  Dynamics. — The  Elementary  Parts,  namely,  the  Doctrine  of  Uniform  and 
Uniformly  Accelerated  Motion,  of  Falling  Bodies,  Projectiles,  Collision,  and  Cyclo- 
idal  Oscillation. 

7.  Newton's  Principia.—Th.e  First,  Second  and  Third  Sections — the  Pro}30sitions 
to  be  proved  in  Newton's  manner. 

8.  Hydrostatics. — The  Elementary  Parts,  namely,  the  Pressure  of  Non-Elastic 
Fluids,  Specific  Gravities,  Floating  Bodies,  the  Pressure  of  the  Air,  and  the  con- 
struction and  use  of  the  more  simple  instruments  and  machines. 

9.  Optics. — The  Elementary  Parts,  namely,  the  Laws  of  Reflection  and  Refrac- 
tion of  Rays  at  Plane  and  Spherical  Surfaces,  not  including  aberrations  ;  the  eye, 

telescopes. 

10.  Astronomy. — The  Elementary  Parts,  so  far  as  they  are  necessary  for  the  ex- 
planation of  the  more  simple  Phenomena  without  calculation. 

The  subject  of  the  Examination  on  the  other  three  days  shall  be — 

Algebra.—  The  Higher  Parts,  not  including  Properties  of  Numbers,  Diophan- 
tine  Analysis,  and  Probabilities,  but  including  Logarithms. 

Trigonometery,  Plane  and  Spherical  ;  Theory  of  Equations  ;  Analytical  Geometry, 
Plane  and  Solid  ;  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  ;  Statics  ;  Hydrostatics  and  Hydro- 
dynamics ;  Dynamics  of  a  Particle;  Dynamics  of  a  Rigid  Body  ;  Geometric  Optics. 

Six  papers  shall  be  set  on  the  first  three  days,  namely,  one  in  Geometry  and 
Conic  Sections  ;  one  in  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  and  Trigonometry  ;  one  in  Statics 
and  Dynamics  ;  one  in  Hydrostatics  and  Optics  ;  one  in  Newton  and  Astronomy  ; 
and  one  in  Problems  on  all  these  subjects. 

On  the  other  three  days  there  shall  be  also  set  six  papers,  namely,  one  in 
Algebra,  Theory  of  Equations,  and  Trigonometry  ;  one  in  Analytical  Geometry, 
Plane  and  Solid  ;  one  in  the  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  ;  one  in  Statics. 
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Hydrostatics,  and  Geometric  Optics  ;  one  in  Hydrodynamics,  Dynamics  of  a 
Particle  and  Dynamics  of  a  Kigid  Body  ;  and  one  in  Problems  on  all  these  subjects. 

Any  candidate  satisfying  the  Examiners  in  the  First  Part  shall  be  entitled  to 
Mathematical  Honors,  but  the  position  of  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  aggregate  marks  in  the  two  parts . 

There  shall  be  three  classes,  and  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  arranged  in 
the  classes  in  order  of  merit  ;  but  where  the  difference  of  marks  is  small,  the  names 
may  be  bracketed. 

Schedules  and  Books  to  Define  and  limit  the  various  subjects  of  study  men- 
tioned in  this  Statute  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  Ordinance  of  the 
Council. 


STATUTE  XVII. — CLASSICAL  HONORS. 

A  candidate  for  the  B.A.  Degree  in  Honors  in  Classics  may  appear  for  exam- 
ination at  the  end  of  two  years  from  the  Regular  Previous  Examination  at  which 
he  first  attended,  but  not  sooner,  (except  for  taking  the  portion  of  the  First  Part 
hereafter  provided  for.) 

The  examination  shall  be  divided  into  two  parts. 

There  shall  be  set  in  the  First  Part  four  papers  in  translation  into  English  or 
French,  with  questions  from  selected  Greek  and  Latin  Authors  ;  one  paper  in 
Latin  and  Greek  Grammar  ;  one  paper  in  Greek  and  Roman  History  ;  one  paper 
in  translation  of  English  or  French  into  Latin  Prose  ;  and  one  paper  in  translation 
of  an  easy  passage  of  English  or  French  into  Greek  Prose. 

The  selected  authors  for  tin's  Part  shall  be  Cicero  (The  Philosophical  Works), 
Cicero  (Orations),  Livy,  St.  Augustine,  Horace,  Ovid,  Virgil  (The  JEneid),  Xe.no- 
phon  (The  Memorabilia),  Herodotus,  St.  Chryostom,  Homer  (Iliad),  Homer  (Odys- 
sey), Lucian,  Plato  (The  Republic)  ;  and  one  of  the  three  Dramatists  JEschylus. 
Sophocles,  and  Euripides. 

There  shall  be  set  in  the  Second  Pari  four  papers  in  translation  into  English  or 
French,  with  questions  from  selected  Greek  and  Latin  Authors  ;  a  Higher  Paper  in 
Latin  Grammar  or  Latin  Verse  ;  and  a  Higher  Paper  in  Greek  Giammar  or  Greek 
Verse. 

The  Selected  Authors  for  this  Part  shall  be  Plautus,  Terence,  Virgil  (The 
Georgics),  Tacitus,  Juvenal,  Tertullian,  Pliny,  two  of  the  three  Dramatists  iEschy- 
lus,  Sophocles,  and  Euripides  ;  Aristophanes,  Theocritus,  Aristotle  (Ethics),  Aris- 
totle (Rhetoric),  Demosthenes,  Thucydides. 

Any  candidate  satisfying  the  Examiners  in  the  First  Part  shall  be  entitled  to 
Classical  Honors,  but  the  position  of  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  determined 
by  the  aggregate  marks  in  the  two  parts. 

There  shall  be  three  classes,  and  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  arranged  in 
the  classes  in  order  of  merit  ;  but  where  the  difference  of  marks  is  small,  the  names 
may  be  bracketed. 

The  selected  Books  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  Authors,  and  Schedules  or  Books  to 
define  and  limit  any  of  the  subjects  of  study  mentioned  in  this  Statute,  may  be  de- 
termined from  time  to  time  by  Ordinance  of  the  Council. 

Two  of  the  four  papers  in  Latin  and  Greek  Authors  of  the  First  Part,  one  paper 
in  Latin  and  Greek  Grammar,  and  one  paper  in  Greek  and  Roman  History  may  foe 
taken  one  year  after  the  candidate  has  passed  the  Regular  Previous  Examination. 


STATUTE  X VIII.— NATURAL  SCIENCE  HONORS. 

The  subjects  in  the  Honor  Course  in  Natural  Science  4haU  be  divided  into 
two  parts.  The  First  Part  shall  be  further  divided  into  two  piortionfi — A  and  B. 
The  portion  A  may  be  taken  one  year  after  the  Regular  Previous  Examination,  or 
may  be  taken  along  with  the  portion  B,  and  the  second  part  two  years  after  the 
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Regular  Previous  Examination.  The  portion  B  cannot  be  taken  sooner  than  two 
years  after  the  Regulai  Previous  Examination  at  which  the  candidate  attended. 
The  subjects  of  examination  areas  follows  :

Any  candidate  satisfying  the  Examiners  in  the  subjects  of  A  and  B  shall  be  en- 
titled to  Natural  Science  Honors. 

There  shall  be  three  Classes  in  Honors,  and  the  successful  candidates  shall  be 
arranged  in  the  Classes  in  order  of  merit  ;  but  when  the  difference  of  marks  is 
small  the  names  may  be  bracketed . 

The  schedules  or  works  to  define  and  limit  any  of  the  subjects  of  study  men- 
tioned in  this  Statute  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  Ordinance  of  the 
Council. 


STATUTE  XIX. — ON  PROCEEDING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  M.D. 

The  following  are  the  requisites  for  admission  to  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  in  this  University  : 

(1).  Presenting  documentary  evidence  that  the  applicant  is  a  Bachelor  or 
Doctor  of  Medicine  of  any  recognized  University  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions. 

or  (2).  Having  passed  a  Matriculation  Examination  in  the  subjects  following,  or 
presented  a  certificate  of  Matriculation  or  of  higher  standing  in  any  recognized 
University  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions. 

The  subjects  comprised  in  the  Matriculation  Examination  for  this  University 
are  those  of  either  the  Preliminary  or  Previous  Examination  in  the  Arts  Course. 
Having  produced  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  good  character. 
Being  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Having  pursued  medical  studies  for  the  period  of  at  least  four  years,  and  having 
regularly  attended  lectures  extending  over  a  period  of  at  least  three  sessions  of  six 
months  each,  in  the  following  branches  of  Medical  Education,  for  the  respective 
periods  hereinafter  set  forth,  in  some  University  or  College,  or  School  of  Medicine 
in  affiliation  with  some  University  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions  and  approved  of  by 
this  University . 
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Two  courses  of  six  months  each  on  Anatomy,  Practical  Anatomy,  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  General  Chemistry,  Mid- 
wifery, and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics,  Phy- 
siology and  Institutes  of  Medicine,  and  one  course  on  each,  Medical  Jurisprudence, 
Toxicology,  Practical  Chemistry,  Botany  and  Sanitary  Science. 

Having  attended  for  at  least  eighteen  months  the  practice  of  some  General 
Hospital,  and  having  attended  during  two  sessions  Clinical  Lectures  on  Medicine 
and  Surgery . 

Having  attended  for  at  least  six  months  the  practice  of  a  Lying-in  Hospital,  or 
given  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  otherwise  enjoyed  equivalent  obstetrical  ad- 
vantages, with  certificate  of  attendance  upon  at  least  six  cases  of  labor. 

Having  passed  in  this  University  an  examination  to  be  known  as  the  Final 
Medical  Examination  in  all  the  above  subjects  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Examination, 

The  members  constituting  the  Medical  Board  of  Manitoba  for  the  time  being 
shall  be  ex  officio  examiners  at  all  Examinations  in  Medicine  ;  and  they,  with  such 
others  as  the  Board  of  Studies  may  from  time  to  time  nominate  shall  be  the  Exam- 
iners in  Medicine  for  the  University. 

The  time  for  holding  the  examinations  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Studies. 

Candidates  shall  be  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  subjects 
of  the  Final  Examination  except  in  those  subjects  prescribed  for  the  Primary  Ex- 
amination in  other  recognized  Universities,  and  in  which  candidates  present  certifi- 
cates of  their  having  passed. 

Degrees. 

All  Medical  Degrees  shall  be  conferred  by  the  Council  at  its  regular  meetings  or 
at  meetings  specially  called  for  that  purpose. 


STATUTE^XX. — MODERN  LANGUAGES  HONORS. 

A  candidate  for  the  B.A.  Degree  in  Honors  in  Modern  Languages  may  appear 
for  examination  at  the  end  of  two  years  from  the  Regular  Previous  Examination  at 
which  he  first  attended,  but  not  sooner. 

The  Examination  shall  comprehend  four  Languages,  English,  French,  German 
and  Italian. 

The  Examination  shall  be  divided  into  two  parts. 
There  shall  be  set  in  the  first  part 

(a.)  Two  papers  containing  passages  from  French  authors  to  be  translated  into 
English,  with  passages  from  English  prose  into  French  prose. 

(b.)  Two  papers  containing  passages  from  English  authors  to  be  translated  into 
French  with  passages  from  French  prose  into  English  prose. 

(c.)  One  paper  containing  passages  from  German  authors  to  be  translated  into 
either  English  or  French,  with  passages  in  English  or  French  prose  into  German 
prose. 

(d.)  Two  papers  containing  questions  on  the  Grammar,  including  Prosody  or 
Versification,  the  History,  and  Literature  of  the  English,  French  and  German  Lan- 
guages, as  well  as  in  Grammar,  Literature,  History,  or  Geography,  arising  immedi- 
ately from  any  word,  phrase,  or  passage  in  any  of  the  prescribed  works. 

There  shall  be  set  in  the  second  part 

(a.)  One  paper  similar  to  («),  part  first,  but  containing  more  difficult  pass- 

(b.)  One  paper  similar  to  (?>),  part  first,  but  containing  more  difficult  pass- 
ages . 
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(c.)  One  paper  similar  to  (c),  part  first,  but  containing  more  difficult  pass- 
ages . 

(d.)  One  paper  containing  passages  from  Italian  authors  to  be  translated  into 
either  English  or  French;  with  passages  in  English  or  French  prose  into  Italian 
prose. 

(e.)  Three  papers  containing  questions  on  the  English,  French,  German  and 
Italian  languages  similar  to  (d),  in  part  first. 

Any  candidate  satisfying  the  Examiners  in  the  first  part  shall  be  entitled  to 
Modern  Languages  Honors,  but  the  position  of  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  aggregate  marks  in  the  two  parts. 

There  shall  be  three  classes,  and  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  arranged  in 
the  classes  in  order  of  merit  ;  but  where  the  difference  of  marks  is  small,  the  names 
may  be  bracketed. 

The  selected  books  of  the  English,  French,  German  and  Italian  authors,  and 
schedules  or  books  to  define  and  limit  any  of  the  subjects  mentioned  in  this 
Statute,  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  Ordinance  of  the  Council. 


STATUTE  XXI. — MENTAL  AND  MORAL  SCIENCE  HONORS. 

A  candidate  for  the  B.  A.  Degree  in  Honors  in  Mental  and  Moral  Sciences  may 
appear  for  examination  for  either  of  tl  e  hereinafter  mentioned  Divisions  of  the 
Examination  at  the  end  of  one  year  from  the  Regular  Previous  Examination  at 
which  he  first  attended  and  for  the  other  or  the  two  Divisions  together  at  the  end 
of  two  years  from  the  said  Previous  Examination,  but  not  sooner. 

The  Examination  shall  comprehend  Logic,  Ontology  and  Cosmology,  Psychol- 
ogy, Natural  Theology,  Ethics,  Political  Economy  and  History  of  Philosophy. 

The  Examination  shall  be  divided  into  two  Divisions,  A  and  B. 

Division  A  shall  comprehend  Logic,  Ontology  and  Cosmology,  Psychology  and 
Natural  Theology. 

Division  B  shall  comprehend  History  of   Philosophy,  Ethics  and  Political 

Economy. 

Each  Division  shall  consist  of  two  parts — the  second  part  in  each  being  of  a 
more  difficult  character. 

In  each  part  of  Division  A  there  shall  be  set  one  paper  on  Logic,  one  paper 
mi  Ontology  and  Cosmology,  one  paper  on  Natural  Theology,  and  one  paper  on 

Psychology. 

In  each  part  of  Division  B  there  shall  be  set  one  paper  on  Political  Economy, 
one  paper  on  the  History  of  Philosophy  and  two  papers  on  Ethics. 

Any  candidate  satisfying  the  Examiners  in  the  first  parts  of  Divisions  A  and 
B  shall  be  entitled  to  Mental  and  Moral  Science  Honors,  but  the  positions  of  the 
successful  candidates  shall  be  determined  by  the  aggregate  marks  in  the  two  parts 
of  both  Divisions. 

There  shall  be  three  classes,  and  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  arranged  in 
the  classes  in  order  of  merit,  but  where  the  difference  of  marks  is  small  the  names 
may  be  bracketed. 

The  selected  authors  and  schedules  or  books  to  define  and  limit  any  of  the 
subjects  mentioned  in  this  Statute  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  Or- 
dinance of  the  Council. 
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(1.)  DUTIES  OF  BURSAR. 

The  bursar  shall  keep  one  or  more  books  as  may  be  necessary  ;  and  shall  record 
therein  all  transactions  falling  within  his  province  ;  he  shall  also  keep  a  bank  ac- 
count in  his  capacity  as  Bursar,  to  which  all  monies  received  shall  be  credited  and 
from  wliich  all  payments  approved  by  the  council  shall  be  made  by  his  cheque  j  and 
he  shall  render  a  statement  of  his  accounts  annually  at  the  statutory  meeting  in 
March,  or  at  any  other  time  he  may  be  required  by  the  council  to  do  so. 

(2.)  DUTIES  OF  REGISTRAR. 

The  registrar  shall  keep  the  following  books  :  a  minute  book,  in  which  he  shall 
enter  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting  of  the  council  ;  a  statute  book,  in 
which  he  shall  keep  a  copy  of  all  the  statutes  passed  by  the  council,  and  approved 
by  the  visitor  ;  a  register,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names,  designation  and 
residence  of  all  the  members  of  convocation  ;  and  a  book  for  the  matriculation  of 
students.  He  shall  also  be  the  keeper  of  the  records  of  the  university  ;  shall  notify 
the  members  of  the  council  of  the  statutory  meetings,  and  when  required  to  do  so 
by  the  chancellor  or  vice-chancellor,  of  any  special  meetings  that  may  be  called  ; 
and  he  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  corresponding  secretary. 

(3.)  PRINTING  EXAMINATION  PAPERS. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  council  of  the  university,  held  on  May  23rd, 
1878,  it  was  resolved  that  the  board  of  studies  be  authorized  to  have  the  exami- 
nation papers  printed. 

(4.)  MARKS  ALLOWED  IN  SUBJECTS. 

(«.)  In  the  Preliminary  examination  : 

That  at  the  preliminary  examination  each  paper  in  classics  be  valued  at  125 
marks,  and  each  paper  in  the  other  subjects  at  100  marks  ; 

In  the  preliminary  examination  each  student  must  obtain  a  minimum  ol 
twenty-five  per  centum  in  each  paper  in  Latin  and  Greek,  and  in  each  of  the  fallow- 
ing subjects,  viz.  : — English,  French,  History,Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Euclid. 

(b.)  In  the  Previous  examinations. 

In  the  previous  examination  each  paper  in  Classics  and  Botany  to  be  valued  at 
a  maximum  of  eighty  marks,  and  each  paper  in  other  subjects  at  a  maximum  of 
one  hundred  marks  ; 

That  in  the  previous  examination  each  student  must  obtain  a  minimum  of 
twentv-five  per  centum  in  each  paper  in  Latin  and  Greek,  and  in  each  of  the 
following  subjects,  viz. :— Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Euclid,  English,  French,  History  and 
Literature,  Botany. 

(5.)  DRESS  AT  EXAMINATIONS. 

No  student  at  any  of  the  affiliated  colleges  shall  present  himself  at  any  uni- 
versity examination,  or  at  any  meeting  of  the  university,  unless  he  be  clothed  in 
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the  university  dress  peculiar  to  his  college  ;  and  the  head  of  each  of  the  affiliated 
colleges  is  hereby  requested  to  file  with  the  registrar  a  description  of  the  college 
dress  adopted  by  his  college. 

(6.)  B.A.  HOOD. 

The  hood  for  B.A.  in  the  University  of  Manitoba  shall  be  one  of  black  stuff, 
edged  with  white  rabbit  skin,  with  a  braid  of  green  silk. 

(7.)  FORM  OF  PRESENTING  FOR  DEGREE. 

Candidates  who  have  passed  the  requisite  examinations  and  have  been  approv- 
ed by  the  council,  shall,  at  the  meeting  of  the  council  for  the  purpose,  be  presented 
to  the  chancellor  by  the  person  appointed  by  the  college  to  which  the  candidate 
belongs.  The  candidate  shall  be  presented  with  the  following  words  : — "Dignissime 
Domine,  Domine  Cancellark  et  tota  Academia  presento  vobis  hunc  juvenem,  quern  scio 
tarn  moribus  guam  doctrina  esse  idoneum  ad  gradum  assequendum  Baccalaurei  in  artibus 
idque  tibifide  mea  praesto  totique  Academid"  : 

(  Or  Procancellarie  for  Cancellarie )  ; 

(Or  hosjuvenes  &c,  for  hunc  juvenem  &c.) 

The  degree  shall  be  conferred  in  the  ordinary  manner  with  the  words  : — 
"Auctoritate  mihi  commissa  admitto  te  ad  gradum,  Baccalaurei  in  artibus  et  tibi  confero 
omnia  privilegia  ad.  hunc  gradum  peHinentia ." 

Should  the  candidate  not  be  a  member  of  any  college  the  registrar,  personally 
or  by  deputy,  shall  present  him,  with  the  words  already  adopted. 

Form  of  presenting  for  an  "  Ad  Eundem." 

The  following  shall  be  the  words  for  conferring  an  "ad  eundem"  degree: — 
"  Auctoritate  mihi  commissa  admitto  te  ut  in  nostra  Academia  incorporeris  et  sis  iisdem 
anno  et  gradu  quibus  es  apud  tuos."  And  in  presenting  candidates  for  an  "ad  eun- 
dem" degree  : —  uDignissime  Domine,  Domine  Cancellarie  et  tota  Academia  presento 
vobis  hunc  virum  ut  in  nostra  Academia  incorporetur  et  sit  iisdem  anno  et  gradu  quibus 
est  apud  suos.n 

(8.)  MEDALS. 
(A.)  Governor-General's  medals  : 

(1.)  For  the  equitable  awarding  of  the  Governor-General's  silver  medal  the 
following  regulation  is  recommended,  viz.  : — That  the  different  honor  courses  shall 
receive  this  medal  in  the  following  order  : — Mental  and  Moral  Sciences,  1881  ; 
Classics,  1882  ;  Mathematics,  1883  ;  Modern  Languages,  1884  ;  Natural  Sciences, 
1885. 

In  case  of  failure  to  reach  the  standard  required  in  any  honor  course,  the  next  in 
the  preceding  order  shall  be  taken.  The  Governor-General's  medal  shall  take  the 
place  of  the  university  medal  in  the  honor  course  in  which  it  is  a  warded. 

(2.)  The  Governor-General's  bronze  medal  shall  be  awarded  to  the  feist  in  the 
order  of  merit  at  the  previous  examination  in  the  subjects  of  Classics,  Mathematics 
and  Botany,  computed  together,  provided  that  the  successful  competitor  shall  also 
have  taken  first-class  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  previous  examination  computed 
together. 

(B.)  University  medals  : 

(1.)  There  shall  be  awarded  annually  a  silver  medal  to  the  student  standing 
first  in  honors  who  has  obtained  first  class  in  any  honor  course  at  the  final  ex- 
amination for  B.A. 


FEES. 
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(2.)  There  shall  be  further  awarded  a  bronze  medal  to  the  student  standing 
second  in  honors  who  has  obtained  first  class  in  any  honorcourse  at  the  final  exa- 
mination for  B.A. 

(3.)  These  shall  be  called  university  silver  and  bronze  medals  respectively.
